Drastic prison reforms, planned 
by, the Government, are described 
in the Criminal Justice Bill pub- 
lshed to-night, including abolition 
of corpora} punishment, except for 
serious. prison’ offences, abolition 
of penal. servitude with hard 
labour «and the, tieket-of-leave 
system. 

The reforms also provide for the 
abolition of the use of the words 
convict and criminal: lunatic, the 
latter in future to be known ‘as 
State mental cases, =" 

The proposals arc dési 
bring the system more in 
modern medical views and to em- 
phasise to offenders that it’ js 
more worth while to improve 
themselves in order ito. become 
good members of society when they 
come out of prisons. ."
